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Stevens Denies 
'Covering Up' 
For the Army 


Secretary's Protest 
Is Directed at 
McCarthy's Charges 


WASHINGTON (W-Army Secre­ 
tary Robert T. Stevens denied to­ 
day he would “ cover up” for any­ 
body who might mishandle cases 
of subversion in the Army. 
“ I want to make it clear that 
I’m not covering up for anybody 
at anytime,” he told Senate inves­ 
tigators. 
Stevens' flareup came during the 
eighth day of the Senate investiga­ 
tions subcommittee’s inquiry into 
the Army-McCarthy charges and 
countercharges. 
The Army secretary’s 
protest 
was directed at McCarthy who, he 
said, had repeatedly charged the 
Arm y with “ covering up ” 
The Wisconsin Republican also 
has accused Stevens with trying to 
impede investigations of subver­ 
sives in the Army. 
One phase of McCarthy’s ques­ 
tioning of Stevens 
involved the 
honorable discharge of Maj. Irving 
Peress, an Army dentist described 
as a “ Fifth Amendment com mu­ 
nist” by the Wisconsin senator. 
Other Highlights 
It was interrupted frequently by 
legalistic wrangles in which sub­ 
committee counsel Ray H Jenkins 
insisted that the present investiga­ 
tion could not pass on the merits 
of the Peress case. 
The eighth day of testimony pro­ 
duced these other highlights: 
1. Stevens asserted he cannot re­ 
call ever notifying McCarthy that 
he was awaiting only the senator s 
approval before 
removing 
Maj. 
Gen. Kirke B. Lawton as com m an­ 
dant of Ft. Monmouth, N J. 
2. The secretary said he has no 
information to back up some news 
dispatches which stated that Pvt. 
G. David Schine 
enjoyed 
filet 
mignon 
and champagne at the 
Stork Club in New York when he 
should have been “ peeling pota­ 
toes” at Ft. Dix, N. J., during basic 
training last November. 
3. Stevens insisted he could not 
recall having asked that McCar­ 
thy's Ft. Monmouth investigation— 
of alleged Communist espionage at 
the New Jersey radar laboratories 
—be stopped. He has testified be­ 
fore that he did want McCarthy 
to suspend his investigation so the 
Army could make its own inquiry. 
Offer by Welch 
4. Special Army counsel Joseph 
N. Welch offered to let the lagging 
hearings be wound up with testi­ 
mony by Stevens, McCarthy, and 
perhaps a couple of other witnes­ 
ses, Welch made the offer during 
a 20-minute subcommittee discus 
sion of how to expedite the investi 
gation. 
McCarthy, however, said 
he could not tell at this stage how 
many witnesses his side will call 
McCarthy asked if Army counsel 
John G. Adams had not telephoned 
an order for Peress' discharge. 
Adams is a major target of McCar­ 
thy’s charges and one of the parties 
to the investigation. 
“ No, I don’t recall that at all,” 
Stevens said, 
adding that 
“ Mr 
Adams would have had no right 
to order a discharge.” 
McCarthy said Peress accepted 
a discharge the day after the Wis­ 
consin senator urged a court m a r­ 
tial trial for him. He asked again 
if Stevens knew who ordered the 
discharge. 
Stevens replied he did not but 
expected to find the answer in the 
inspector general’s report, expect­ 
ed to come “ at any tim e” and to 
be available before the current 
hearings end.

months water supply tor Sparta. 
The Sparta area suffered a rain 
fall deficiency of 32 inches be­ 
low normal for

two years 
starting May I. 
1952 
The city 
built a new lake last year hut the 
drought prevented it from filling 
up. 
, Even if there is no mon* rain 
now 
the 
pipeline 
can 
provide 
enough water to fill the two lakes 
in six months, the limit of time 
the city can use the pipe whifh 
was loaned by civil defense au 
thorities. 
At the end of the pc 
riod, the lake will hold about 170 
million gallons of w ater-e n o u g h 
to supply Sparta for two years 
even if no more rain falls in that 
period 
Sparta’s new water supply will 
not come cheaply 
Transportation 
and laying of the pipeline will cost 
about $40,000 and pumping oper­ 
ations for six 
months will cost 
about SB.OOO.

49 Tornadoes, 
Torrential Rains 
Leave 27 Dead

A vicious storm front rolled to­ 
ward the Atlantic Coast today aft­ 
er hitting the Mississippi Valley 
during the weekend with 49 tor­ 
nadoes, 
torrential rains, 
anil a 
weird May blizzard. 
The storm left at least 27 per 
sons dead, including eight in Mis 
aissippi, five in Nebraska, four in 
Oklahoma 
and 
Illinois, 
three in 
Minnesota, 
tun in Missouri and 
one in Louisiana 
Oklahoma alone counted 20 tor 
nadoes Saturday with two persons 
killed and 46 injured 
Among the 
towns battered by twisters were 
Grandfield, 
S h a w n e e , Stroud, 
Meeker, 
Pawnee, Tipton, 
Dale, 
Davenport, Big Spring, Snyder and 
Sparks. 
Fifty homes were demolished at 
Meeker 
Eighteen persons were in 
jured in a paih 35 miles long and 
a mile wide between Shawnee and 
Stroud. 
Heavy downpours throughout the 
Mississippi Valley 
caused sharp 
flooding in many areas 
A 13 year 
old girl drowned when she was 
swept into a flooded creek near 
Minco, Okla., and a 21 year old 
youth was drowned when his horse 
threw- him into rain swollen Squall 
Creek near Cardin. 
Mississippi Swells 
Snow fell over most of Minor 
sota and part of the Dakotas Sun 
day. 
It reached a depth of seven 
inches at many points and a small 
scale blizzard developed at Bemol 
ji, Minn. 
Roads were treacherous in the 
snow area and many of the storm 
victims lost their liv es on slick 
highways or in poor visibility. 
Tem peratures plummeted as the 
storm swept eastward Below freez­ 
ing tem peratures were recorded 
at many northern cities 
The Mississippi was swelling to 
ward a crest 2 12 feet above flood 
stage at Aitkin, Minn., and the 
Chippewa river in Wisconsin was 
5 12 feet above flood 
Fifteen 
families 
were forced 
from their homes at Eau Claire, 
Wis., and five more at Durand 
The rising Chippewa river trap 
ped two families in the Caneyville, 
Wis., area and two amphibious Ar 
my craft were ordered to try to 
rescue them today. 
New tornadoes struck Sunday in 
an area from Texas north to Iowa 
and east to Mansfield, Ohio, where 
two “ baby” funnels were sighted 
within IO minutes of each other

“ Is this the product of sheer

through technological changes and 
plant modernization 
Because of these two factors, he 
said, “the

It applies to the huge depreeia 
tion allowances given oil and gas 
producers in one of the largest 
loopholes in existing tax law 
It applies to the huge subsidies 
given American ship builders and 
shipping line operators. These in 
centi yes are considered necessary 
to maintain an American merchant 
marine in peacetime so that it will 
Im* available for military transport 
in time of war. 
Proposed legisla­ 
tion now before Congress would 
even increase these incentives.

WASHINGTON 'IP - The 
late 
Harold L. Ickes once accused form­ 
er Vice 
President John 
Nance 
Garner 
of “double-crossing” 
the 
Roosevelt administration by “ scut­ 
tling” the Supreme 
Court “ pack 
mg 
bill of 1937. 
Ickes, interior secretary 
under 
President Roosevelt, told the story 
of 
the court fight 
in the second 
volume 
of his 
heretofore secret 
diary written during the turbulent 
days of the New Deal. 
After 
a bitter 
.struggle in 
the 
summer of 1937, Congress rejected 
the late President Roosevelt's re­ 
quest for authority to expand the 
court from nine to 15 members. 
Despite this action, Ickes wrote, 
Garner 
and 
congressional leaders 
later 
worked 
out a compromise 
which would have added two jus­ 
tices. 
But Garner then started to 
‘trade” with the President, Ickes 
said. 
‘ As I get it,” he wrote, Garner 
“offered to put through this com­ 
promise 
if the 
President 
would 
agree to terms he sought to im ­ 
pose with respect to labor and re­ 
lief.” 
Ukes did not enlarge on his re­ 
ference to labor and relief, but, 
he continued, “ the President re­ 
fused and Garner went back and 
ditched the whole program.” 
Ickes, 
known 
as the 
“old cur­ 
mudgeon,” 
wrote 
that 
Garner 
“ knows in his heart that he . . . is 
a double-*rosser.”
